There  has  been  no  condensed  history  of  Vic 
toria  compiled  for  general  use.  The  Provincial 
Arehlvea  eontaln  a  great  deal  of  the  early  ree 
ords  to  lfi58   In  fart  all  that  exist— while  the 
newspaper  files  since  1868  give  a  day  by  day 
unftddbig  of  the  story,  but  thaae  bulky  volumes 
arc  not  readily  accessible.  Tlia  City  Hall  con- 
tains no  archives  except  the  early  minutes  of 
council  meetings.  It  wduld  be  a  wise  thing  for 
the  City  to  appoint  an  archivist  to  compile  a 
connected  history  of  Victoria  and  make  avail 
aMe  to  the  general  publle  the  romanee  of  the 
city.  Vancouver  recently  set  up  such  a  depart 
ment,  and  the  value  of  the  action  has  been 
made  apparent.  A  few  devoted  eltlaens  have 
preserved,  to  a  limited  extent,    much    of  the 
glamor  of  earlier  times,  official  action  might 
waU  ba  taken  to  siqyplement  their  AfOrla  and 
co-ordinate  the  work.  • 


The  latest  statistics  of  idle  tonnage  available 
are  those  for  the  last  six  months  of  1932.  The 
aggregate  laid  up  is  over  13,000,000  tons.  This  Is 
despite  a  scheme  of  scrapping  that  has  been 
going  on,  and  despite  the  subsidies  given  by  some 
countries  to  encourage  shipping,  and  despite  also 
an  improvement  In  Eastern  and  Atlstrallan 
trades.  The  total  quantity  of  shipping  owned  in 
the  world  amounts  to  €8J68,000  tons,  so  that  ap- 
proximately one-fith  is  Idle.

A  cltlsen  who  became  very  well  known  to 
many  Victorians  through  his  long  residence  here 
and  because  of  his  association  with  the  Immi- 
gration Department  of  the  Dominion  Oovern> 
ment  over  a  long  span  of  years  is  gone  with 
the  pa.ssing  of  Dr.  G.  L.  Milne.  .Wlien  In  office, 
before  his  retirement  a  number  of  years  ago, 
ha  parformad  his  duties  quietly  and  efficiently, 
always  punctilious  in  his  work  which  he  carried 
on  until  he  reached  quite  an  advanced  age. 
Farsonally  the  lata  Dr.  Milne  was  wholly  like- 
able and  he  had  sterling  qualities  which  were 
known  to  all  who  won  his  confidence.  He  was 
a  stneera  Christian,  one  of  those  who  believed 
in  work.s  a.s  well  as  faith.

THS  LIMITATIONS  OF  SCIENCE 


It  seems  to  be  pretty  generally  understood 
among  selantlsts  that  the  idea  of  the  universe 
as  a  mere  mechanism  is  no  lonKcr  tenable.  The 
distinction  between  a  mechanical  system  nm\  an 
organism  points  out  one  oi  the  limitations  of  the 
.scientific  method.  If  it  were  possible  to  put  to- 
gether all  that  anatomy.  physioioKy,  chemistry, 
biology,  anthropology,  and  experimental  psy- 
(•hoIoKV  can  tell  us  concernlnR  a  given  human 
being,  the  sum  total,  even  though  it  formed  an 
accurate  account  <oi  theee  human  aspects,  would 
.still  fall  far  short  of  reality.  No  amount  nf 
analysis  of  mental  processes,  of  psychk  exper- 
leneee,  or  ot  brtiavlomliUe  reactions  can  bring 
one  hunaan  baUit  Slto  vital  touch  with  another.

tnehore.  The  looatloBa  of  so  many 
of  the  shore  wredu  would  Indteaite 
that  the  ships  overran  their  courses 
while  attempting  to  make  the  Strait 
of  Juan  de  Fura  in  thick  weather. 

"Many  of  th*  people  in  Victoria 
today  know  of  the  more  recent 
wrecks  that  cost  many  lives.  Thr 
loss  of  the  Valencia  with  117  live 
is  familiar  to  a  large  number.  The 
Seehelt  disaster  took  fifty-eight 
livas.  also.  Then  there  is  the  story 
of  the  Pacific,  which  went  down 
off  Cape  Flattery,  after  colliding 
with  the  ship  Orpheus,  In  Novem- 
ber. 1875,  when  248  people  perished. 

"The  details  of  many  other 
wrecks  of  more  recent  times  are  on 
record,  but  it  was  the  loei  of  ships 
that  sailed  and  left  no  trace  that 
eaueed  many  aching  hearts.  Tbty 
saUad  away,  and  the 'curtain  was 
rung  down  on  their  drama  without 
any  witnesses.  Their  number  con- 
stitutes a  large  fleet.  Amontr  rhm: 
the  St  Denl.«.  Mattewnn,  Ki  cnee- 
naw.  Ivanhoe  H.M  .S.  Condor, 
Oallano.  Ma.v  Belle,  CJeneral  HiKlirT. 
Pioneer.  Hatzlc.  Triumph.  Fawn, 
and  others  will  be  recalled. 

"About  December  8.  i860,  a  great 
gale  raged  along  the  Wes-  coast. 
and  It  accounted  for  many  wrerk.s 
and  llve.s  Tlie  John  Mar.sliall.  the 
D.  L.  Clinch  and  the  Dance  were 
lo.st  n*>ar  Carninnah,  with  all  hand.s 
The  bark  Nanetie  piled  on  the  rocks 
at  Race  Rock.s,  and  the  shlp%  King 
David  and  Pass  of,  MeUort  went 
ashorf  near  Oayoquot  at  the  lame 
time. 

DBtAlLS  LACKING 

"It  ia  difficult  to  obtain  any  d'-laii 
about  the  wrecks  Tlie  lo.ss  of  a 
BallinR  ship  I'ot  lirdr  .spacn  in  the 
papers.  ThLs  is  aptly  Illustrated  by 
the  monthly  reports  of  the  period. 
For  example,  the  list  of  marine 
disasters  for  the  month  of  May. 
1879.  totaled  104  lalUiw  and 
ten  steamers,  as  follows:  Thlrty- 
geVen  British,  eight  Oerman.  twelve 
Fntaeh,  sixteen  American,  two 
Dutch,  one  Portuguese,  one  Aus- 
trian, ten  Italian,  .seven  Nonve<?ian. 
six  .Spanish,  .six  Dant.-^h  four 
Swedi.sh.  and  four  the  nationality 
of  which  were  unknown.  This  total 
was.  of  course,  for  all  seas.  It  would 
require  volumes  to  relate  the  de- 
tails, if  known,  of  even  the  number 
of  wreck.s  occurring  off  this  coast
